Time was when imicli was done in various 
ways to excite rivalry and ill-feeling be- 
tween the Du ns tan nnd Cromwell town- 
ships. Wayfarers, both in the upward and 
downward journeys, used often to contrast 
them \ and each in its turn used to come 
in for its share of condemnation or admira- 
tion according to the taste of the traveller, 
or the treatment ho might meet with at 
one or the other. Sometimes it was the 
Dwistan that was petted, and then the 
hospital was referred to, the Resident 
Magistrate, the new town hall, the stone 
stores, the enterprise and business aspect 
of the place. All these and many other 
signs of growth and greatness were set 
clown as tending to shew that the Dimstan 
was far ahead of all other townspips along 
the main line of road, a nr I especially of 
Cromwell. Proofs were sometimes adduced 
of the amazing fertility of the soil of the 
Dunsfcan : Westwood’s almond-tree and a 
Frenchman’s cabbages, to wit. Putting 
these items down on a blank pago of 
Letts’* diary, the business agent would 
come early next morning to Cromwell, ami 
may he find it in a hank of fog, or Imried 
in a blinding cloud of dust. To his mind 
all doubt vanishes at once — conviction sets 
in. The future magnitude of the Dunstan 
can be seen with half an eye, and a signifi- 
cant hint is given to ihe Cromwell people 
that if they were as respectable as they 
ought to be they would hasten to own if. 
A letter is sent to the Times, either at 
Dunedin or the Dimstan, and these mat- 
ters are dealt with somewhat after the 
style of the Peripatetic Phi osopher ; and 
there they end for the time. Something 
analagous to this often happened on the 
other side. Cromwell, seen in the sunshine 
on a Court day, or after n good washing-up, 
was sure to he the place : nothing but the 
definite article emphasised could express 
the importance of Cromwell over its rival. 
The mirage of a misleading fancy was in 
this way drawn upon for a hideous carica- 
ture of the two places, nnd was held up in 
the newspapers, until each believed what 
was not true of itself, and both were in- 
jured. When the Bendigo reefs were 
creating a sensation, people began to say 
the Dnnstan was nowhere — it was just 
nothing, or what there was left of it was 
going up to Cromwell. Jealousy took the 
hint : a bold attempt was made to cross 
the ranges to Bendigo, and divert the traffic 
and minimise the advantages which might 
thus accrue to our trade. Pages of in- 
stances might he adduced, had we space to 
spare, all pointing to the same chronic mis- 
chief, which we owe to a mistaken friend 
ship, and a wish to appear smart in priiffc. 
One more proof of this wide spread feolu^g 

S ' hero be given. Mr Fox, in his pladej 
fler of the Assembly, said, on -th[ef 
August, “Tim position of the* Go- 
wns this : that they found two 
Cromwell and Clyde, each 
‘‘competing for the establishment of a gaol

44 4 Some day Cromwell will be the chief 
14 4 centre of a district of which Clyde and 
“‘Queenstown will be out - stations. 
What do our friends at tint Dimstan s ty 
to this? They are coming out strong for 
a prison and all the needful appliances — 
a court-house, an additional lawyer, judges 
quarters, and periodical sessions, to sive 
time and expense, and bring crime ami 
punishment nearer together. That some 
provision of the kind is necessary no otic 
will question for a moment. We believe 
one half or more of the st'pend paid to 
his Honor Ur Justice Chapman would be 
saved to the General Government in the 
shape of witnesses’ expenses alone, to sny 
nothing of other payments. Clyde puts for- 
ward its. claim as the moat central position, 
as the proper locality for such a judicial 
establishment as above sketched. This 
claim can be disposed of by h map of the 
province and a pair of compasses. Guided 
by the uku of theso two helps to a sound 
judgment\n the question, it will ho seen 
that Clyde is ft somewhat one-sided centre. 
For ourselves wo aro not much concerned 
in the matter. It lies in the direction of 



economy, and will not he long in suggest- 
ing itself to tho ruling powers when short 
of money. Wo shall not run u race of ri- 
valry with our next-door neighbour on 
this subject. If tho Clyde people shall 
force the question before tho Government 
so us to Je;.d to the erection of expensive 
buildings there, the day is not far distant 
when they will he cou verted into monu- 
ments iu mockery of the misguided judg- 
ment that prepared the way for such a 
mistake. We have no taste for prisons. 
Their shadow is a stain upon the site they 
occupy ; they are symbols of our shame 
anil blots upon our civilisation, and hated 
necessities everywhere. But if the moral 
festerings and excrescences of society can 
only bo managed by such means, and if 
nine-tenths of the common-sense people of 
the district slmll give their verdict as to 
the most fitting loca lity for the establish- 
ment of a gaol, then Cromwell will com- 
mend itself first, and the future will vin- 
dicate the wisdom of such a choice. The 
extra expense incurred in the Clyde gold 
robbery case over and above what would 
have been necessary had the trial come off 
where the crime was committed, would go 
the length of showing to all concerned in 
economising the public funds the necessity 
of some such arrangement as above sug- 
gested.

A respected citizen has passed away 
from our midst, and as our cuinmuuitv is 
small, the reduction of its number by only 
a unit is sensibly felt. Thn gentleman 
we refer tn came early to Cromwell, and 
took a leading part iu all questions of a 
moral, social, and legal character. His 
peculiar taste led him more especially to 
patronise matte rs of a legal tendril y 1 ho 
had a keen eye to detect the weak points 
of any law question, and was apt to give 
a word of guiding counsel to friends in 
time of need, l ie endeared himself to die 
memories of a large circle of acquaintances. 
Though his modesty led biin to decline a 
public recognition of tho many good deeds 
lie had done for the town and drsti ict, yet 
he forecasted iig.inst the contingency of 
neglect by raising in upper M -Imoiv-stivH- a 
monument to the enp.icitv of management 
that had been the mainstay of his pust his- 
tory, and that no doubt will befriend him in 
time to come. It is barricaded in front, 
and can only be inspected without fee bv 
those whose special province it is to look 
after the Mick of departed worth. J> - 
sides all this (somewhat after the maimer 
of Dickons), lie may rest his fame upon 
many books in the district — not. because 
of original authorship, hut, being the 
principal, lie may fairly claim the honour 
aud the fame that books in nil the trade 
libraries iu the district can give. He had 
long been known as a spatial favourite 
with such ns had small loose sums seeking 
safe investment.

AVli.tt ;»■ plcawnb change iti the weather 
wo liuvo on joy Ail since I list wrote ! The 
roads are J ryiiiff up ami becoming pass- 
able ; locnmotion ruvivcH ; mails urn deli- 
vered on the proper days, and past neghiet 
js forgiven. And now to the meteorologl 
cal register for September : — 1st to 3rd, 
fine and warm ; 4 th, cold and threatening J 
fith, snowstorm ; 6th, flying send, clearing 
un ; 7th, rain — drizzling; Bth to 11th, 
glorious weather ; 1 1th, mint ; 12th, flue ;

No 
anoncr was the water brought to hear on the 
claims than it was discovered tlmt the workings 
would become choked unless a main altidgo- 
cliaimel was cut to convey sludge ami tailings 
down to the Duustan Creek. After a groat deal 
of bell- ringing, and numerous public meetings 
convened in every hotel ill the township, a com- 
mittee was formed, and operations were com- 
menced which, iu February lSGfi, resulted in a 
public main sludge channel, built, at a cost of 
£‘2990, from the foot of St. Bat hans basin to 
Duustan Creek, a distance of about GOO yards, 
This channel was paved with stones, and li:td a 
wall, IS inches high, of the same material, and, 
for four feet above the stones, ends closely 
packed ; the width of the channel being five 
feet. The fall was ho alight that it w:<s found 
necessary to divert a portion of the Dunstan 
Creek at about two miles above the sludge- 
channel, ami discharge into the channel at dif- 
ferent points the flushing- water to assist the 
tailings down into the creek. These llusliing- 
chanuels have answered their purpose admirably. 
After two years’ service of this channel, the in- 
crease of tailings became an great that it was 
c.iittiuiiiilly choked, ami often two or three days 
in a week were lost iu clearing it. This constant 
cessation of work led to a new scheme, and a 
well -signed petition having been favourably re- 
ceived by the Government, a new channel— 
larger in every respect than the first— was con- 
s trucked at a cost of about £1500, half tbe 
.amount being contributed by the Government. 
Before this channel (which was opened in the 
lat ter end of 180S) had been in use a year, it had 
fully paid its first cost by tbe work it bad accom- 
plished in conveying the discharges of a large 
number of claims, with scarcely a day’s loss of 
time from choking. Up to the present date, 
while the population has been gradually decreas- 
ing, the escorts diminishing, and other signs of 
decay appearing, the water-supply has always 
been less than the demand, and the quantity of 
tailings* passing through the sludge- channels has 
b«;en aa large as when they were first opened. 
The secret of the diminution of population is to 
be account-el for (bv comparison to the discharg- 
ing of shepherds owing to the wire fencing per- 
forming shepherds’ work) in this manner in- 
creased quantity of limning, hose branch pines, 
and water; deeper claims ; and tnil-raccs hav- 
ing been completed, less hands required to work

The h.s Taranto. arrived at the Bluff yester- 
day (Thursday) morning, after a passage of four 
days fourteen hours from Melbourne. She brings 
a largo English mail. The subjoined telegrams 
were received through Reuter’s Australian Ex 
press 

(By Reuter's Australian Express). 

London, August 12. 

After their defeat at Worth and Spichern, the 
entire French line commenced to retreat from 
the frontier, followed by the victorious Prus- 
sians, who advanced from all points into tlie 
country. 

The Crown Prince had his quarters at Saverne 
lust Monday, and the army of Prince Frederick 
Charles and General Stcinuietz was also ad- 
vancing. 

Great dissatisfaction prevails iu France at the 
recent defeats. 

The Empress issued a proclamation calling on 
Frenchmen to be firm and orderly. 

The Chambers met on Tuesday, and a fierce 
and stormy sitting ensued, Jules Favre declared 
that the Emperor, having shown himself incap- 
able, should be recalled, anil finally a hostile 
vote against the Ministry was adopted, and they 
resigned. 

General Montauban, better known as Connt 
Palikao, then termed a Ministry. 

The Emperor resigned tbe command, of the 
army to Marshal Bazaine, though lie remained 
at Metz. Another defeat will probably smash 
the Emperor. 

Th« latest news states that the Ccrmans have 
iu vested Strasbourg. The garrison is totally 
uudeqiintc to defend it. 

The three bodies of the Prussians have effected 
a junction, and now form an unbroken line 
across the French frimtiers, while the advance 
guard of the Prussian army lias penetrated 40 
miles into French territory. 

Various rumours are as current to the where- 
abouts of the Prince Imperial, but the general 
belief is that he is in Paris. 

In the House of Lords on July 28th, Karl 
Granville explained that England had clone 
everything to avert the war, but without avail. 
On August 1st, a debate took place in tbe House 
of Commons on the naval and military defences 
of the Kingdom, when Ministers assured the 
House that everything was in a satisfactory con- 
dition.

PAST IIISTORY OF ST. BATHANS. 

It was some time in November 1863 that, at- 
tracted hy an account of the auecnaa of a few 
miners in Welshman’s Gully — which is situate 
about four miles west of St. Bathans— a party 
of miners (among whom, I believe, was Mr Pev- 
man, photograph ie artist) commenced prospect- 
ing in a gullv now known as St. Bathans Basin, 
or Pey man's Gully.

At first, Kildare Hill (a prominent rise on tlio 
easterns! lc of the basin) wvs the greatest object 
of attraction, and about 200 persons were em- 
ployed defacing that fir -famed dounsitorv of 
gol 1 Sliorr.lt- afterwards, a rich find was dis- 
covered in Blue Ouliv bv Hobart Town Jack ; 
and, almost simultaneously, a rush took place 
to Surf tcc Hill and Stewa-fc's Gull''. — digging* 
adjoining St. Rithnns on the cis l ‘e ,, n side.

BENDIGO REEFS.

(From a Correspondent. ) 

October 10, 1870. 

The result of the Caomwell Company’s crusli- 
ing for the past month was 920 ounces of gold, 
and they have still a large quantity of excellent 
ateno ready for the mill, Thev keep the ten 
head of stampers constantly going. The mine 
is worked by night and day shifts, and a con- 
siderable number of bauds is employed. Tbero 
ia little doubt that the current season’s work 
will develop tho great wealth of the Bendigo 
reefs. 

The Aurora reef is also worked day nnd night, 
and the mill is in full swing. The next washing- 
up is expected to yield over an oim^c tn tho ton, 
which nil give a good dividend tn the 'share- 
holders. The reef is from Four to five feet thick. 
The quart?, is sent from the tunnel to the ma- 
chine on trucks, by which means cartage is done 
away with, and a great saving is effected. 

Work is being steadily carried on on Col- 
clongli’a reef, and the excavation of the site for 
the new machinery is all but completed. This 
company have a largo quantity nf stone brought 
to grass, and rcadv for the machine, which is 
daily expected from Dnnedin. 

Mr M*Lnughlin’s reef looks well, and he ex- 
pects, in a few weeks, to hare a trial crushing 
of 50 to 113 . rt U o^peetel tint iho stuff will 
yield from four to five ounces to tho ton. 

The tunnel nf the Alta Company is in over a 
distance of 13d:t., and the reef is exposed all 
along as the tunnel is puslio 1 forward. I was 
informed bv ono of the shareholders that tbe 
neiv machine for this reef lias been purchased 
in Dun din, and will be erected at the claim 
before Christmas. 

AIM red and party have driven over 600 foet, 
and arc about to start a new tunnel to meet a 
lead from which they have taken the first-class 
prospect of a pennyweight to the dish. The 
cliim is worked by three shifts of eight hours 
each. 

The Rise and Shine Sluicing Company have 
completed a first-rate track for packing from Lo- 
gan town to their workings at the head of Ben- 
digo Gully. They are working in three parties, 
and have a good supply of water. They are 
making extremely good wage*— on an average, 
from C7 to £10 por week. 

There is one great drawback to both reofing 
and sluicing in this part of the district, and that 
is want of water. Were there plenty of \va*er, 
Bcn ligo would he a payable and lasting field for 
aluicore.

[The following description of the situation and 
resources of Strasbourg and Metz is taken from 
a first -class authority : — ] 

Straseoukg. — A strongly fortified city 
in France, at the influx of tbe Brusche 
into tbe 111, and only lialf-a-mile from the 
Rhine, over which is a wooden bridge, 72 
miles from Basle. Its form approaches to 
the semicircular, and, being built in a plain, 
it is divided in several parts by canals, 
over which there are h number of bridges. 
Tlie houses are lofty, but often heavy and 
in elegant. The fortifications are extensive. 
Tim citadel is h regular pentagon, composed 
of five bastions, and us many half moons, 
and with outworks extending id most to 
th© Rhine. It has many public building*. 
It* tower of 46Gft in height is a master- 
piece of architect lire, being built of hewn 
atone, cut with such nicety as to give it 
at a distance some resemblance to bice, and 
coin bining tho most, elegant sympathy of 
parts with the most perfect solidity, Tim 
clock is a master of mechanism, being nf 
an astmnoniiefd character. ] t. is a Bishop’* 
see, nnd the sent of a chain Iwr of com- 
merce. Its man n fact nres are extensive 
and varied, and the population of tbe oily 
is about 76.000. It is a place nf great 
antiquity, having existed prior to the 
Christam era. Its vieinily lies Vrrn mere 
than once the scene of military operations 
in the present, age. It is the bill Tipi arc of 
General Kleber, Marshal Kcllenniin, ?nd 
Pie ne Schosfler. who is said t>' lmve Iren 
the inventor of printing. T>y means of 
rail wrtys and canids, it is connected with 
tbe great, rivers of France and tbe Danube, 
and baa thereby its commerce greatly ex- 
tended. 

Metz. — A fortified town of France, in 
Lorraine, the capital of the department 
nf tbe MnHle. It, is situate «t. tbe con- 
fluence of the Srilln and Moselle, and is 
surrounded by ramparts, and is defended 
by a nvnnlrer of lvistions and other works. 
It is 170 miles from Paris. The breadth 
\ of Metz is nearly equal to its length, so 
that its form is compact, though by no 
means a regular square. Two quarters, 
namelv, the east and west, are insulated 
hy in terser rinm of tlie river ; tbe latter 
being bordered in some parts with qua vs, 
and crossed bv a number of small bridges. 
Some of the streets are tolerably st might 
and wide, but laid out. unou no tinifrtm 
ohm. The public buildings are — tho 
Crnvi»r"0** , R residence, to the east of the 
citadel, a fine edifice; the cathedral, H 
Gothic sir lie tn re, with a smre 3$3ft high ; 
the theatre, the town -ball, the public 
lihrirv, bnsnitals. and a number of churches 
and other religious bouses. Here is libp. 
wise an arsenal with arms for IPO.PflO 
men. For education tho chief ectfthlivh- 
ments are a college royal, uni versitv, 
academv, enllccrc and an artillery and en- 
gineers' school. Manufactures — eoHrm,
